old, the 22-year-old 
shares a bedroom 
with a four- and a 
five-year-old, and 
her 21-year-old 
daughter sleeps in a 
box room. 

Mrs Rowlands (42)

Boy arrested after smoke spurs evacuation 


A BOY of 12 has been arrested 
on suspicion of arson following a 
fire at his school. 

Burnt Mill School, in First Avenue, 
Harlow, had to be evacuated after the 
fire was discovered in a downstairs 
toilet shortly before 1pm on Tuesday. 

Acrid black smoke from a melting toilet 
roll holder filled the room and corridor 
outside the lavatories, and two school care¬ 
takers were checked out by paramedics at 
the scene after breathing in the fumes. 

Firefighters initially feared five people 
were missing, but all students and staff 
were later safely accounted for. 

The fire is thought to have started when 
toilet paper was set alight and the flames 
were extinguished in minutes - although it 
took crews almost an hour to clear the area

of smoke and check the building to ensure 
everybody was safely out. 

Headteacher Stephen Chamberlain 
stressed the incident was only minor when 
he spoke to the Star yesterday 
(Wednesday), reporting that staff and 
pupils remained calm and were back at 
their desks within an hour. 

“As far as we’re concerned, this was a 
relatively minor incident for the school,” 
he said. “The two caretakers who discov¬ 
ered the fire were checked on-site by 
ambulance crews and the five ‘missing’ 
pupils were simply a little late for the roll 
call. 

“Both the police and fire service were 


very pleased with our evacuation strategy 
and, to be fair to them, they both arrived on 
the scene very promptly.” 

Harlow fire station officer John Convey 
said: “The amount of fire damage was 
minimal - it was the thick black smoke that 
caused us the most problems. 

“But the crews of Blue Watch Harlow 
dealt with the situation quickly and effi¬ 
ciently, and we gave the all-clear for staff 
and pupils to go back into the school with¬ 
in one hour. 

“We were very impressed with the way 
staff at the school calmly handled the evac¬ 
uation.” 

A police spokesman confirmed a 12- 
year-old boy had been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of arson. He was released on police 
bail to return to Harlow police station on 
April 13.

THE final stages of a major refurbishment 
can now take place at a club for ex- 
servicemen, their families and friends 
thanks to a generous donation. 

Members of the Royal British Legion club, in 
Harlow’s Clifton Hatch, accepted a cheque for 
£60,000 from Harlow Recreation Trust on Saturday 
for maintenance and improvement work to 
transform the former council Playbarn. 

The grant will fund a new central heating and air 
conditioning system, new ceiling tiles to replace old water- 
damaged ones, new carpets and furniture and energy- 
efficient internal lighting. 

In addition, the money will make possible new security 
measures including electric shutters for the windows and 
floodlights for the car park. 

The work will complete a long-running refurbishment 
programme for which the club has so far had to carry out 
its own fundraising. 

Already the club’s committee has done up the toilets, 
repainted the bar area, and brought the kitchen up to 
standard to enable good-value lunches to be offered to 
members. 

Club chairman Geoff Buckman said: “We have already 
spent a lot of our own money improving the club but this 
grant will allow us to complete work we just wouldn’t 
otherwise have been able to afford. All the members here 
are very grateful.” 

The Harlow Recreation Trust was set up by the council 
some years ago to assist community groups in providing 
leisure and recreational facilities to town residents. 
Chairman John Paul Goddard said: “We’ve done a lot for 
young people in recent years, so this time around I was 
very keen that the trust did something to help older 
sections of the Harlow community. I am delighted we have 
been able to make this award to such a deserving group.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
Carl Hoddle, the brother of 
former England manager Glenn 
Hoddle, who died at his 
Sawbridgeworth home after 
suffering a brain aneurysm. 

Mr Hoddle (40), who lived with 
his second wife Dawn, both 
pictured above , and stepdaughter 
Robyn in West Road, died after 
collapsing on Saturday. 

The former Burnt Mill School 
pupil began his footballing career 
as a youngster at Spurs and later 
played for Barnet and Leyton 
Orient. He was a former coach 
and scout for Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. 

Keith Mawer, landlord of The 
Three Horseshoes pub, in West 
Road - which Mr Hoddle owned 
and ran with his wife until about 
five years ago - said: “He was a 
nice fella, really friendly, the sort 
of fella who would buy anybody a 
drink and have a chat.” 

Mr Mawer said the last time he 
saw Mr Hoddle was on February 
24, the day of the Carling Cup 
when Spurs beat Chelsea 2-1. 
“When they won, he was jumping 
up and down in the street,” he 
said. “Customers have been 
stunned by his sudden death.”

admitted the property was 
‘inadequate’ when she first 
moved in seven years ago - 
since then, four more children 
have been born. 

She has unsuccessfully applied 
for larger accommodation and 
said she has even requested 
separate council houses in a bid 
to escape the cramped 
conditions. 

“It’s like going back to 
Victorian times or the Dark 
Ages,” she said. “The council 
knew it was inadequate for us 
all that time ago; they have 
done absolutely nothing to help. 
“Three of my daughters work 
and there’s no way they can 
afford to pay for private 
accommodation at the moment 
- it’s far too expensive.” 

The living conditions have put a 
huge strain on the family and 
Mrs Rowlands said she had 
suffered depression as a result. 
A council spokesman said on 
Monday the authority would not 
discuss Mrs Rowlands’ 
situation, adding: 
“Unfortunately, there is a high 
demand for larger homes and 
applicants will always wait 
much longer for these 
properties. 

“In certain situations we will 
work with other agencies to 
provide support and guidance to 
assist a family.” 


Passmores gets 
nearer to move 


PASSMORES School has taken a step clos¬ 
er to being relocated to state-of-the-art facil¬ 
ities on the current Brays Grove School site. 

Governors are now satisfied the condi¬ 
tions of their original approval in December 
2006 have been addressed by County Hall. 

Among other issues, they wanted clarifi¬ 
cation on admissions and transport for cur¬ 
rent pupils who would have to travel further. 

County Hall still has to grant funding and 
planning permission must be sought for the 
premises, which will cater for up to 1,200 
children, cost upwards of £23m and is due 
for completion in 2011. 

The news has pleased Passmores head¬ 
teacher Vic Goddard, who said the move 
will bring the school into the 21st Century. 

“I am delighted that the uncertainty con¬ 
cerning the location of our school is coming 
to an end,” he said

Centre's setback 
as vandals strike

A PROJECT to create a new 
community centre in Lady- 
shot suffered a major setback 
when vandals struck twice 
within days. 

Hundreds of pounds of damage 
was done to windows at the sports 
pavilion, which Harlow Town 
Football Club is converting into a 
neighbourhood facility. 

The new glazing was fitted only a 
fortnight ago. 

As well as football training, which is 
already up and running, the centre will 
eventually offer youngsters and adults 
boxing, basketball and other activities. 

But it took the wreckers just days to 
destroy a key part of the £10,000 proj¬ 
ect, first attacking last weekend and 
then returning on Sunday night. 

The attack has delayed work - which 
was on course to be completed by 
Easter - and piled new costs onto the 
club. Although glazing firm Everbrite 
will repair the windows for free, the 
club has now had to splash out on cam¬ 
eras and other security measures in a 
bid to prevent further vandalism. 

The episode has also brought back 
painful memories of November 2006 
when yobs smashed a hole in a wall 
and trashed the building, at that time 
used as base for the Hawks’ academy. 

The latest damage was discovered by 
the club’s community director Bill 
Songhurst, who said it was a massive 
blow. 

“We’re trying to do something for

the community here and this is the 
thanks we get,” he said. 

“The whole point of trying to get 
young people into sport in this way is 
to steer them away from committing 
crime, but again we’re the victims of 
the people we’re trying to help. It’s 
depressing and massively frustrating.”

Council weak 
in fraud fight 


HOUSING and council tax 
benefit cheats get an easy 
ride in Harlow and look to 
continue doing so, according 
to a new report. 

Harlow Council’s poor per¬ 
formance at investigating benefit 
swindlers has been identified as 
one of its main weaknesses in the 
internal review. 

The latest quarterly performance 
report to the audit and improvement 
committee identifies the number of 
fraud investigators employed and the 
number of fraud investigations car¬ 
ried out to be among 17 areas where 
key performance indicators are 
being missed. 

But unlike many of the other 
struggling areas where improvement 
strategies are in place, the report 
admits that performance in probing 
fraud is unlikely to be back on track 
“for the foreseeable future” - and 
could even decline further.

The report blames staff shortages 
for leaving officials powerless to 
turn the situation around and admits 
the implication for the cash-strapped 
authority of continuing to miss its 
fraud investigation targets is less 
money being retrieved from benefit 
scroungers. 

Under a section headed “how will 
the causes of under-performance be 
addressed?”, the report states: “In 
view of current budget pressures and 
calls for staff reductions, it is unlike¬ 
ly the (i number of investigations) 
measure will increase. In fact, it will 
probably decrease for the rest of the 
year and beyond.” 

Tory opposition leader Andrew 
Johnson (Conservative) told the Star 
he had predicted the problem: “I 
raised concern at the budget-setting 
that the council might not be able to 


fight fraud effectively next year. The 
council leader Tony Durcan did not 
agree, but already it seems he was 
wrong. 

“I understand that the administra¬ 
tion needs to make redundancies due 
to its financial black hole, but you 
have to question reducing the bene¬ 
fits fraud team when the council is 
already so bad at dealing with 
fraud.” 

# DESPITE the council’s official 
priority being a “cleaner, greener, 
safer Harlow”, the report also shows 
it falling short in recycling, main¬ 
taining environmental cleanliness of 
the town and tackling crime. 

Missed targets include homeless¬ 
ness prevention, household waste 
recycling; littering; visible graffiti; 
violent crimes per 1,000 population; 
and robberies per 1,000 population. 

However, the report also stresses 
general improvement at the Civic 
Centre, stating 73.13 per cent of the 
67 indicators have improved or sus¬ 
tained performance. 


Surgery closure 
may hit chemist 

ROYDON’S GP surgery is to close, putting 
the village’s only pharmacy at risk. 

Patients of the High Street surgery learnt 
last week the building is being sold off and 
will close at the end of March, meaning 
they must travel to Hoddesdon for appoint¬ 
ments in future. 

The owner of nearby Dee’s Pharmacy, 
Dipak Vasani, warned that the knock-on 
effect could devastate his business. 

“Obviously, it’s going to affect us in a 
very bad way,” he said. “We will only be 
able to survive if we are supported by the 
community.” 

The news has angered parish council¬ 
lors, who are currently in talks with West 
Essex Primary Care Trust about the possi¬ 
bility of providing a new health centre for 
Roydon. 

Parish Council chairwoman Heather 
Nicholas said: “Most of the people who 
attend the surgery are either elderly or have 
young children. There is no direct bus or 
rail route from Roydon to Hoddesdon, 
forcing people without a car to pay about 
£14 for a taxi to see their doctor.” 
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MP's bid to calm 
immigrant fears

Mac savaged by bull terrier 


MASS-immigration from eastern 
Europe has become such a con¬ 
cern in Harlow that a series of 
meetings are being held in a bid to 
allay fears. 

MP Bill Rammell has already held 
several coffee mornings to discuss the 
issue, with another planned for Saturday 
at Peterswood Infant School. 

Many constituents have also responded to a 
questionnaire from the MP about their per¬ 
ceptions of the benefits and drawbacks of the 
high levels of immigration since 2004, when 
the EU was enlarged, as well as how problems 
could be addressed. 

It comes after a concerns were raised that 
immigrants are impacting on housing, servic¬ 
es and employment. 

Even though his Labour Government 
allowed the unprecedented immigration by 
declining to impose controls on the EU acces¬ 
sion states, Mr Rammell admits the influx has 
created problems. 

In an invitation to the meetings, he writes: 
“A sudden influx of migrant workers has an 
impact on local communities. That is why I 
think it is important to think carefully about 
the benefits and problems caused by migrant 
workers.” 

However, he told the Star there was nothing 
unusual about the meetings as he had been 
hosting them on important topics for the past 
seven years, and he would soon be running 
others on “a cleaner, greener, safer Harlow”. 

“I wanted to have an honest and open dia¬ 
logue about the issues to allay constituents’ 
concerns and give them information about 
what the Government is doing both nationally 
and locally to explore both the benefits and 
deal with the problems of mass immigration,” 
he said. “The initiative has proved a resound¬ 
ing success, with many of my constituents 
welcoming the opportunity to put their opin¬ 
ion across in an informal setting.”

A DOG-owner fears the 
vicious Staffordshire bull 
terrier that terrorised 
Harlow could be back after 
his pet was savagely mauled. 
Neil Cook, of Barley Croft, 
was walking 13-month-old 
great Dane Mac along the 
cycle path to Longbanks on 
Thursday when a brown, 
black and white bull terrier 
pounced. 

The dog - which was not on 
a leash and fits the 
description of the animal 
blamed for last year’s spate 
of attacks - clamped its jaws 
around Mac’s neck and held 
on as Mr Cook tried 
desperately to drag it off. 
“I’m still a little bit shaken 
by the experience,” he said. 
“The Staffie wouldn’t let go 
of Mac’s neck, and even 
when the owner appeared

she didn’t seem that 
bothered about what was 
happening.” 

Mr Cook rushed his injured 
pet to the vet’s, where 
surgeons stapled the 
puncture wounds and 
started a course of 
antibiotics. 

“I just couldn’t believe that 
the owner didn’t have her 
dog on a leash - it’s clearly a 
danger to other dogs. But 
when I contacted the police, 
they said there was nothing 
they could do because it was 
a dog-on-dog attack.” 

A police spokeswoman said 
such attacks are a civil 
matter, but added the force 
still wants to hear from 
anyone with information 
about similar incidents.

Murderer fails in 
appeal court bid 


A TRAVELLER who beat a young 
woman to death has failed in a bid 
to overturn his conviction for mur¬ 
der. 

Lawyers for Philip Stanley argued at 
the Court of Appeal that there could 
now be doubts about evidence given by 
a pathologist who had concluded that 
the victim, Haley Curtis, had died from 
a number of injuries consistent with 
being attacked. 

Barrister Christine Laing, representing 
Stanley, told the three judges that the pathol¬ 
ogist in question had made mistakes in anoth¬ 
er case which led to an alleged killer having 
his conviction quashed on appeal. 

She added that the injuries could have been 
caused by a tipper truck which Stanley, who

was living on a traveller's camp in Harlow 
when he met Miss Curtis, had used in dispos¬ 
ing of the body. 

During his trial at Norwich Crown Court, 
Stanley (58) claimed Ms Curtis had died in 
his arms - possibly from a drug overdose - 
and, in a panic, he had decided to get rid of 
her body. 

He was convicted of murder in November 
2005 and jailed for life. It followed the dis¬ 
covery of Miss Curtis' body in a shallow 
grave in Hampshire in early 2002. She had 
been dead for three months 

Lord Justice Latham, sitting with Sir 
Richard Curtis and Mr Justice Cranston, said 
that there could be some justified criticism of 


the experienced pathologist because of his 
dogmatic and negative approach to claims 
Miss Curtis could have died of a drugs over¬ 
dose. But the judge said that didn't detract 
from his conclusion that Miss Curtis had died 
as a result of injuries caused by violence, 
especially as none of the other pathologists 
called in the case had suggested he could be 
wrong. 

Lord Justice Latham, who concluded that 
the jury were entitled to come to the decision 
which they did, also said there was a wealth of 
additional circumstantial evidence to suggest 
that Stanley had murdered Miss Curtis. 

Within hours of being interviewed by 
police over her disappearance he had sold his 
caravan, which contained traces of her blood, 
and decided to move to Ireland. He also 
denied any knowledge of Miss Curtis when 
they had previously been living together.

E VERY year, thousands 
of burglaries take place 
and in each one the 
crooks have made off with 
personal belongings which will 
probably never again be seen 
by their owners. 

But, luckily for those living in the 
Harlow district, our police officers 
are among a handful in the UK to 
have begun using cutting-edge 
technology to help reunite those 
stolen items which have been 
recovered with their rightful owners 
and to bring offenders to justice - 
SmartWater. 

The invisible fluid has been developed 
during the past decade and has proved a 
successful tool in reducing the number 
of break-ins, helping lower crimes by 
as much as 80 per cent in some areas 
where it is has been used. 

It has a 100 per cent record in 
convictions and is so infamous among 
the criminal fraternity that if an area 
starts using the product, crime rates 
have been shown to dramatically fall. 
One research paper even suggested 
areas where SmartWater is used are 
five times less likely to be burgled. 

How accurate the claims are when it 
comes to reducing crime in Harlow, 
only time will tell; SmartWater was put 
into use six months ago, since when an 
estimated 40,000 items have been 
marked. 

Unlike conventional ultraviolet 
systems, the fluid carries its own 
unique DNA code which is registered 
to an address or vehicle. It is virtually 
impossible to destroy and it helps the 
police both identify owners and snare 
criminals by leaving them in no doubt

as to which items are stolen and from 
where. 

The degree of identification provided 
by SmartWater has been likened to 
DNA profiling and it owes its accuracy 
to a chemical formula which can be 
analysed down to billionths of a part. 

Its efficiency means criminals will have 
to undertake an almost impossible task 
of removing every speck before he or 
she is safe from the police - not easy 


when you can’t see what you're trying 
to remove. 

Harlow Inspector Bob Adams said the 
fluid - funded by the Government and 
Safer Harlow Partnership -has already 
made an impact on crime in the town, 
and with 46 schools burgled in the 
district last year alone, it is hoped it 
will go some way to making their 
expensive equipment safe too. 

“What we are hoping is that if enough

gets marked around the vulnerable 
areas of Harlow, thieves will see the 
SmartWater sticker in house windows 
and hopefully they will be deterred 
from breaking into those properties,” he 
said. “It is like advertising you have a 
burglar alarm if you like, but this has 
the added benefit of allowing police to 
identify stolen goods at the home of a 
suspected burglar.” 

PCSO Louise Webb added: “Our next 


move will be to mark the property of 
schools and colleges because they are 
not always very secure environments 
and they are suffering from thefts, so 
that is something we are hoping to 
further address by using this.” 

Mr Adams said property in the homes 
of elderly residents is also being 
marked to help put an end to distraction 
burglaries. 

T he only chink in the armour of 
the device is that there is 
limited funding for it and it can 
only be used to mark the property of 
houses in streets which qualify 
-usually, those dogged by persistent 
break-ins. 

However, residents who are entitled to 
have their property marked are 
sometimes too busy to get it done when 
offered. In response, Ms Webb has been 
spearheading a drive which has seen 
her and the neighbourhood policing 
team take to the streets to get more 
people’s property marked, setting up 
stalls in the Harvey Centre and outside 
Asda to ensure more people are aware 
of the new anti-theft tool. 

“Having SmartWater is a really positive 
thing and if we can mark as much 
property as we can and help reduce 
crime in Harlow, then that will 
hopefully make the town a no-go area 
for thieves in the future,” she said.

have to send a minimum of 
three appliances to any 
future calls at the site. 

The attack occurred last 
Wednesday at 10.20pm when 
two fire crews, escorted by a 
police patrol, attended to 
reports of a car fire next to the 
site. 

Access to the blaze could not 
be gained directly from the 
road, so one engine entered the 
travellers site to tackle the 
flames. 

Another engine was waiting 
outside with a police car when 
both vehicles began to get pelt¬ 
ed with stones. 

Fire station officer John 
Convey said: “We have an 
excellent relationship with the 
camp and had no problem get¬ 
ting onto the site to put out the 
fire. We went about our work 
and the fire, which appears to 
have been started deliberately, 
was out by 10.53pm. 

“But while this was going 
on, the crew outside the camp 
were parked alongside a police 
car and, although they didn’t 
see anything, they heard stones 
being hurled at the appliance.” 

He said the crew got back 


inside the cab for safety, 
adding: “At the same time, the 
group was hurling stones at the 
police car and one went 
through the back window while 
officers were inside. The Fire 
Service was caught in the 
crossfire.” 

Mr Convey said he did not 
know who was responsible for 
the attack but felt he now had 
no option but to send a mini¬ 
mum of three appliances to any 
future incidents at the site in 
order to safeguard his fire¬ 
fighters. 

“This is simply to protect 
our crews and our equipment in 
the event we are faced with a 
similar situation,” he said. 

The incident took place just 
one week after the Fire 
Brigades Union released fig¬ 
ures showing attacks on fire¬ 
men to be increasing. However, 
such attacks in Harlow were 
not shown to have increased. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We had emergency services 
attending a fire which could 
have spread and they were get¬ 
ting pelted with stones and one 
came through a police car win¬ 
dow. We are investigating.” 


Big 'no' to Plain homes 


A CAMPAIGN against a pro¬ 
posed large-scale housing 
development on land next to 
Epping’s St Margaret’s Hospital 
has stepped-up its fight. 

Plans to build the 397 homes 
by The Plain have spurred the 
Plainly Say No campaign to 
publish concern about over¬ 
development in the town. 

The campaign has delivered 
hundreds of leaflets against the 
Bellway Homes plan, claiming 
the development will put intol¬ 
erable pressure on Epping’s 
infrastructure, schools and traf¬ 
fic. 

The lack of doctors’ surgeries 
and NHS dentists were also 
highlighted, as was the fact the 
development would increase the 
town’s housing stock by eight 
per cent in one fell swoop. 


Campaign organiser Jeanette 
Goatcher said on Tuesday: “I 
urge people to come on board as 
this, if agreed, will simply suf¬ 
focate the town. 

“This is not NIMBYism as it 
will strangle all of Epping 
because it’s a massive develop¬ 
ment.” 

The deadline for consultation 
has been extended and a public 
exhibition for residents to meet 
developers and look at plan 
will take place on March 17 
from 5.30pm, in Epping Hall, St 
John’s Road. 

A date when the application 
goes before Epping Forest 
Council’s planning committee 
has yet to be confirmed.

The plight of 
single mums 


N ostalgia is no 

place for moralist 
posturing - we have 
a letters page for that! - so 
I shall refrain from any 
comment on the 
contemporary situation. 

But back in the 1960s, the issue 
of young Harlow women giving 
birth out of wedlock was clearly 
considered rather more of a 
concern than in today’s liberal 
climate. 

By 1967, in fact, the perceived 
problem was such that plans were 
afoot to establish a special home for 
unmarried mothers and their 
illegitimate offspring. 

The radical proposal provided the 
front page lead story for the local 
paper of May 19. It explained that

the “unique scheme” was the 
brainchild of magistrate, 
headmistress of Fedsden School and 
Kingsmoor House resident 
Katharine Clare. 

Under her proposals, 
accommodation would be provided 
for 12 mothers and their babies at 
Parndon Hall. 

Mrs Clare, demonstrating a perhaps 
enlightened attitude for the time, 
argued: “The unmarried mother 
who wishes to keep her child must 
find as warm a welcome as the 
child itself. 

“She should be enabled to be with 
him in the house for at least his first 


year, whilst she receives guidance in 
mother craft and home-making. 
“After this, a further training, if she 
would accept it, in her own job or at 
a local technical college; after 
which she should be free to go out 
to earn her keep and his, until such 
time as she could establish her own 
home, be accepted by her parents or 
marry.” 

But as the article goes on to report, 
the plan did not find favour with 
Harlow Development Corporation, 
landlords of the property. 

Members were far from impressed 
that Mrs Clare’s plans included a 
day school on the same site in 
which the supposedly disreputable 
young women would be 
accommodated

A COUPLE from Tye 
Green Village in Harlow 
are back from a mind- 
blowing trip of a lifetime 
to the Antarctic. 

Former Harlow Council 
leader and current Harlow 
Health Centres Trust chair¬ 
man Martin Lawn and wife 
Pat, pictured right , spent three 
weeks touring parts of the 
largely uninhabited continent, 
to fulfil a longstanding dream. 

Planned with a strong environ¬ 
mentalist theme in mind, the 
expedition was led by a team of 
experts with in-depth knowledge 
of how the landscape is being 
altered by climate change. 

With about 100 passengers on 
board, the boat departed from the 
coast of southern Argentina, stop¬ 
ping off at a number of islands. 
The party also called in at the 
British colony of The Falklands. 

With weather switching from 
the benign to force 11 gales, there 
were times it was impossible to 
stand up in the boat - but passen¬ 
gers were able to go ashore for 
some challenging walks and get 


up close with wildlife such as 
penguins and albatrosses. 

“The whole experience was 
amazing, simply mind-blowing, 
but seeing the effects of climate 
change at first hand was alarm¬ 
ing,” said Pat. 

“Members of the team of 
experts, who obviously know the 
area well, told us how they can 
now see glaciers retreating just by 
looking at them; whereas before 


they took detailed measurements 
to prove the erosion, now it’s 
plain for anyone to see. 

“I’ve always been an environ¬ 
mentally conscious person but 
the experience really did press 
home the point. As soon as I got 
back I started looking into how I 
could get involved with some 
environmental campaigning. It is 
an experience we will always 
remember.”

YOU may have seen the television reports 
and read in the newspapers the story 
about the biggest earthquake to hit the 
UK for nearly 25 years. 

The tremors were felt across large parts of 
England and Wales - and some people living 
here in Harlow said they felt it too. 

The epicentre of the earthquake, which struck in 
the early hours of last Wednesday morning, was 
the Lincolnshire town of Market Rasen. But the 
resulting tremors woke people up in Newcastle, 
London and even as far away as Cardiff. 

The main earthquake lasted for about 10 seconds 
and measured 5.3 on the Richter scale, which is 
used by scientists to measure the strength of a 


quake. It caused millions of pounds of damage to 
homes and businesses. 

Chimneys collapsed, roof tiles fell from buildings 
and the emergency services received a lot of 
calls but luckily no-one was seriously injured. 

The last big earthquake to hit the UK measured 
5.4 on the Richter scale and struck north Wales in 
1984, but a smaller quake was felt in Kent in April 
last year. What many people don’t know is that 
more than 200 small quakes are recorded in 
Britain every year. 

Some experts have also warned that aftershocks 
- smaller earthquakes that often come after the 
main one - may be felt across the UK over the 
next few weeks.

Euro poll shows 
referendum call

VOTERS in Harlow have made it 
clear they want a say on Europe, 
with almost 90 per cent demand¬ 
ing a national referendum on the 
EU Treaty. 

More than 13,600 ballot papers were 
returned from the 35,302 sent out to res¬ 
idents on the Public Register for the 
town-wide poll by the I Want A 
Referendum campaign group; 88.7 per 
cent voted for a national referendum on 
Europe and 90 per cent said the Lisbon 
Treaty should be rejected. 

The results were welcomed by Harlow 
Conservative prospective Parliamentary can¬ 
didate Robert Halfon, who helped promote 
the ballot. 

“This is an astonishing result by anyone’s 
standards,” he said. “For nearly 39 per cent of 
those polled to return their ballot papers in 
what was an unofficial poll just shows the 
strength of feeling in favour of a referendum 
on the EU Treaty, and that people in Harlow 
are overwhelmingly against it.” 

The impressive 38.6 per cent turnout was a 
blow for Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who as 
recently as Thursday told a public debate on 
the issue he would be “very surprised” if res¬ 
idents voted.

At the packed meeting in the Churchgate 
Hotel, Old Harlow - where he argued against 
staging a referendum - Mr Rammell called 
the local poll a “sham referendum” and said 
there was “little point in holding a national 
referendum on what is only a minor technical 
amendment to the Treaty.” 

But, speaking after the landslide victory, he 
said: “This was not a representative ballot - 


only 50 per cent of constituents were sent a 
ballot paper and even among those who did 
receive them, many people boycotted the bal¬ 
lot as they saw it as a political stunt.” 

“I am clear, however, that I and the 
Government need to do more to convince 
people that this minor technical amending 
treaty, which is what the Lisbon Treaty is, is 
not the same as the original EU Constitution.”

Thug beats PC 
unconscious 
but ducks jail 

A DRUNKEN thug who jumped 
on the bonnet of an unmarked 
police car and then punched and 
stamped on the officer who 
attempted to rebuke him has 
avoided jail with a suspended 
sentence and a ticking off from a 
judge. 

At Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Thursday, Jobe Ambrose (19) 
admitted criminal damage and 
denied but was convicted of 
causing actual bodily harm to 
PC Mark Feasey outside the 195 
Nightclub in Epping in April last 
year. 

But instead of putting him 
behind bars, Judge Roderick 
Newton told Ambrose, from 
Chigwell: “There is little doubt 
you were drunk, pumped up and 
showing off to impress your 
friends. Grow up and stop 
behaving like a yob.” 

The court heard he had 
approached the vehicle, jumping 
on the bonnet and the roof 
before getting off. Mr Feasey got 
out of the car and shouted at him 
but was hit in the head, knocked 
to the ground and stamped on. 

He lost consciousness and 
suffered cuts, grazes, a black eye 
and other facial injuries. 

In a statement, Ambrose later 
admitted he thought jumping on 
the car had been “a bit of a 
laugh” and said when Mr Feasey 
approached he hadn’t realised he 
was a police officer and had 
“instinctively punched him”. He 
added: “As he fell I hit him with 
the sole of my foot to make sure 
he stayed down. Some others 
kicked him when he was down.” 
Nicholas Evans, for Ambrose, 
said he had acted like a “very 
stupid teenager” but insisted his 
behaviour was out of character. 
Ambrose was sentenced to a 
year in jail suspended for two 
years, put on probation for two 
years and ordered to complete 
300 hours of community service. 
He was also ordered to pay 
£2,500 compensation to Mr 
Feasey, £785 for damage to the 
car and £2,500 court costs.

Hilarious reworking of 
a Victorian Gothic gem 


GOTHIC and comedy are 
rarely terms you hear in the 
same sentence but not so in 
this hilarious stage reworking 
of Oscar Wilde’s allegorical 
novel. 

The play shows Wilde at his 
most bitter, firing a volley of 
poisonous epigrams at the 
Victorian society which was 
forcing him to keep his 
homosexuality closeted. 

And while the content is deadly 
serious, being brim-full of Faustian 
tragedy and self-loathing, the 
company seamlessly and 
sympathetically brought humour to 
the fore. 

Painter Basil (a top Bohemian 
rendering from Richard Latham) 
completes portrait of Dorian (a 
whimsical William Vasey) and 
declares it to be a shift in art due to 
its beauty. This is confirmed by 
Basil’s hedonistic friend Lord Henry 
Wotton through a hypocritically stoic 
Victorian offering by Mario Vernazza 
who, seemingly bewitched by 
Dorian’s radiance and naivety, uses 
him as a pawn in his anti-Victorian 
lifestyle, basically a euphemism for 
homosexuality. 

Dorian is taken with this 
lasciviousness and swears an oath 
that it shall be his picture which ages 
and not he.

Now hidden in his attic, the portrait 
morphs into the image of Gray’s 
shame, becoming uglier with every 
sin - including the suicide of his 
shamed lover actress Sybil Vane (a 
superbly tongue-in-cheek Jennifer 
Bryden), the death of her brother 
Jim (the cast’s physical comedy 
expert William Hartley) and Basil’s 
murder, all done over a period of 18 
years without Dorian ageing a day. 
Eventually the portrait wins and 
Dorian dies a withered old man, 
alone. 

Caricatured Wildean Victoriana and 
Jessamy Willson-Pepper’s brilliantly 
clever set in which all the 
accoutrements of an artist’s studio 
were used for each prop made this a 
very funny production which at no 
point detracted from the horror of it 
all. 

Director Jonny Kemp’s undoubted 
Monty Python influence, with cross¬ 
dressing aristocracy and two-fingers 
to English pomposity, worked a 
treat. 

This is what English companies do 
best and it’s good to know this 
theatrical gem of a group hawks its 
skills in foreign lands.

JUST when you thought Tudor chic was 
so last year, the seemingly irrepressible 
cottage industry churns out another 
‘authentic’ period drama hot on the 
heels of the flawed Elizabeth: The 
Golden Age. 

But director Justin Chadwick has done little 
to safeguard his picture’s credibility by 
casting some impossibly good-looking A-list 
talent to romp around in and out of their 
bodices while a flustered and improbably 
sensitive Henry VIII gets all hot under his 
ruffled collar.

Boleyn sisters to win the attentions of their 
dastardly king, the film - an adaptation of Phillipa 
Gregory’s popular novel of the same name - 
purports to shed some light on the story of the 
sibling who didn’t lose her head. 

Natalie Portman plays Anne, portrayed as a 
voracious man-hunter with one eye on the throne 
and the other on her royal lover’s impressive 
codpiece. 

The only thing is, young rapscallion Henry (Eric 
Bana) is not exactly well-versed in the virtues of 
monogamy and, worse still, he is also bedding 


Anne’s meek, unassuming little sister Mary 
(Scarlett Johansson). 

Matters aren't helped by the girls’ spineless father, 
Sir Thomas Boleyn (Mark Rylance), and scheming 
uncle The Duke of Norfolk (David Morrissey), 
who are more than happy to have the king 
juggling both mistresses.

SEVENTH TREE 

Goldfrapp (album, Mute) 

Think Katie Melua’s voice with hints of Morcheeba’s production 
and John Lennon’s genius psychedelia and you’ll be half way to 
understanding what’s going on in this album. Forget the dreary 
single A&E\ the other nine mesmerising songs are what sets this 
latest work by the British singer/producer duo apart from the chart 
chaff and sends them racing off into the stratosphere towards an 
level of their own.

HUSBAND. When radio talk 
show host Emma Lloyd (Uma 
Thurman) advises one of her 
listeners to break up with her 
boyfriend, the jilted ex sets 
about getting his revenge in this 
disappointingly flat rom-com. 

BE KIND REWIND. Jack 
Black goes to work to save his 
best friend’s video store after he 
accidentally erases all its tapes, 
recreating well-known big 
budget movies such as 
Robocop on a preposterous 
shoestring budget for the 
store’s most loyal customer. 

PENELOPE. The charms of 
Christina Ricci are employed in 
this tale of a woman cursed with 
a pig’s nose until she finds true 
love. 

THE WATER HORSE. Family 
fantasy about a lonely boy who 
discovers a mysterious egg 
which hatches into a sea 
creature of Scottish legend.

Shining a light into moral darkness 



RENDITION 

(Entertainment In Video, 15, retail & rental) 

It’s a relatively brave mainstream film that dares to 
focus on one of the nastier realities of US foreign 
policy. 

In case you’ve been in a cave (other than Tora Bora) 
for the last few years, ‘extraordinary rendition’ is 
abhorrent Governmentspeak for spiriting terrorist 
suspects away and smuggling them to countries 
which permit torture, where they can be beaten, 
abused and near-drowned for information while the 
US gets to maintain its moral and ethical facade. 
When a suicide bomber detonates in an unspecified 
North African country and claims an American agent 
among his victims, Egyptian-born Anwar (Omar 
Metwally) is targeted on a flight from South Africa to 
his home and family in Washington. 

Snatched at the airport, he’s black-bagged, 
questioned and put on a secret flight to the country in 
which the bomb went off on the orders of the 
hawkish CIA terrorism head (Meryl Streep, on icily 
credible form). 

Once there, he’s beaten, drowned, electrocuted and 
kept naked in a filthy hovel at the hands of the local 
police, all witnessed by CIA analyst Douglas Freeman 
(another solid performance from Jake Gyllenhaal) on 
his first assignment as an observer. 

Anwar clearly knows nothing, but what the hell? Zap 
enough volts through him and he’d give up Nelson 
Mandela as his terrorist contact. 

Back in the US, his increasingly frantic and heavily 
pregnant wife (Reece Witherspoon) encounters a 
conspiracy of silence and resorts to pulling in a favour 
from an old flame in the political system to find out if 
her husband’s even alive. 

Woven around Anwar’s plight is the story of the 
interrogator’s daughter and her illicit love for a young 
man drifting ever-further into radical Islam. 

Rendition doesn’t pull its punches in depicting the 
brutal reality of waterboarding and other tortures 
employed by the US through its regional stooges. 

That said, the film’s frustratingly opaque as to the 
credibility of the slim evidence which first put Anwar 
on the radar, and the kind of conscience developed 
by key characters, as well as the pat ‘hey, it’s all going 
to work out’ ending, smack overly of glib Hollywood.

DEAD MARY 

(Momentum Pictures, 15, retail) 

For a melange of slasher influences liberally souped 
up with big meaty dollops of The Evil Dead and John 
Carpenter’s The Thing , Dead Mary works very well 
and should keep most horror fans solidly engaged. 

A group of college friends meet up in a remote cabin 
for a reunion and for once they’re not the usual 2-D 
cliched combo of virgin, nerd, sluts and jocks; the 
film even has the courage to take its time and let you 
get to know them before wheeling on the fun and 
games. 

Eventually, they decide to play a game of Dead Mary, 
a bit of a Candyman deal involving a mirror and 
candle which doesn’t look much fun at all, and 
nobody should be surprised when it turns out 
something really did gatecrash the party. 

Whatever it is kills off the friends in a variety of messy 
ways only to have them resurrected as smart¬ 


mouthed, murderous cadavers as difficult to get rid of 
as slugs in a lettuce patch, forcing the survivors to 
turn on each other. 

The paranoia levels are well maintained as it’s never 
clear who’s still themselves and director Robert 
Wilson has a gleefully refreshing lack of affection for 
his characters, keeping some very familiar situations 
feeling fairly fresh.

BLACKWATER VALLEY EXORCISM 

(Momentum Pictures, 18, retail) 

Allegedly based on a true story and filmed under the 
supervision of a Catholic bishop (and his boss is likely 
the only one who knows why), this sub-par rehash of 
The Exorcist is banished into the hell of mediocrity by 
ghastly acting and a tone wobbling pointlessly 
between docudrama and goofy comedy. 

A young woman in a remote farmhouse is occupied 
by a demon and only a Mexican handyman with an 
unlikely wealth of experience in the field and a 
trouble local priest who had a fling with her can help. 
It runs like a knock-off greatest hits of possession 
movies, complete with the victim suddenly 
developing knackered dental work and a chain¬ 
smoking bloke’s voice, a spot of Tourette’s and sexual 
unpleasantness. 

But, dear God, the acting’s utterly abysmal, from the 
girl’s father who delivers every line in an atonal 
bellow to the priest who’s idea of being deeply 
troubled is to frown as if something’s just fleetingly 
annoyed him; as for the pointless cameo by Jeffrey 
‘ Re-animator ’ Combs, it’s tempting to pass the hat 


around and save him from such degrading work. 

That said, get enough communion wine down your 
neck, fill a party-sized pyx with jalapeno-flavoured 
holy wafers and invite some easily amused friends 
over and there’s plenty of inadvertent comedy value 
to be had.

NIGHT TRAIN MURDERS 

(Shameless, 18, retail) 

Refused a certificate by the BBFC back 1976 and now 
released uncut, this Italian exploitation thriller from 
director Aldo Lado is a clear rip-off of Wes Craven’s 
1972 landmark The Last House On The Left. 

What particularly interesting is how much more 
accomplished it is than its inspiration; despite starting 
with a teeth-grindingly saccharine bit of Euro pop and 
meandering along amiably enough for 30 minutes, it 
suddenly strikes an unpleasantly seedy and harrowing 
tone, cranks up the intensity and doesn’t stop for 
breath until the abrupt ending. 

It’s helped no end by a spare, harmonica-heavy score 
from Ennio Morricone which progressively tightens 
the claustrophobia as two young girls heading home 
for Christmas on an overnight train fall into the 
clutches of a pair of psychotic thugs on the run from 
the police and a posh ice queen with a nasty line in 
manipulative sexual sadism. 

Fans of the work of Dario Argento will also have a ball 
spotting many of his regulars - Inferno' s Irene Miracle 
is one of the girls, Suspiria' s blind pianist Flavio Bucci 
(who eerily resembles Argento) is one of the street 
punks and Macha Meril was a psychic in Deep Red.

The Afternoons (album, Saturday)

complexity, but if you like your ’60s-influenced indie pop extra 
sugar-coated than you won’t go far wrong with this fourth 
Afternoons offering. Summed up by its ice-cream parlour- 
themed artwork, the record’s simple melodies, ascending chord 
sequences, catchy hooks and Hollies-esque lyrics make for a 
likeable collection, guaranteed to brighten the rainiest day.

A day in the life of a Harlow referee 



DID you know that of 293 
referees recruited by the 
Essex FA recently, only 67 
went on to become an 
official? 


play, offside if interfering. 

I always say to leave the fouls, 
handballs and penalty decisions to 
me. They are always controversial 
and it’s not fair for the referees’ 
assistants to get moaned at for a 
decision. I try to take as much 
pressure off the ‘linos’ as 
possible. 

I blow the whistle, meet the 
captains. It’s usually first name 
terms. We have all been around 
the football circuit for years, and 
the respect is still with us. 

Shake hands, toss of the coin and 
we’re set. A quick count, yes 22 
of them, wave to both keepers, get 
an acknowledgement back, same 
again with the ‘linos’. All ready, 
press my stop watches - and 
we’re off. 


Games always start off at a fast 
pace and I am back and forwards, 
gradually warming up in this 
sunshine. 


The lack of 'men in black' 
ultimately threatens the 
future of local football 
leagues - if there are no 
refs then no games 
can take place! 

Terry Rackley 
first began 
refereeing more 
than 30 years ago. 

The 52-year-old is 
chairman of the Harlow 
Referees Society and vice- 
chairman of the Harlow & 
District League. 

He referees on Saturdays 
and Sundays, and is 
leading the appeal in 
Harlow for new people to 
take up the whistle. 

Here he gives Star readers 
an insight into a normal 
day as a man in black ...

4 41 have previously been 
given my appointment 
from the Harlow 
referees’ secretary. 

I check the teams out to see 
where they stand in the league. 
You can tell a lot by looking at 
their positions. 

I may check previous reports to 
see if I have had problems with 
players mouthing off or previous 
yellow or red cards. 

It’s Sunday morning and 
my alarm goes off about 
8:30am. The first thing I 
do is look out of the 
window to check the 
weather, mainly to see if it 
will play a part in today’s 
game. It also helps me 
decide whether I should 
wear my long or short- 
sleeved referees shirt. It’s a 
sunny morning so I decide 
I’m brave enough to wear 
short sleeves! 

I pack my two whistles, 
match report forms, 
pencils, two watches, red 
and yellow cards. I then 
put on my refs kit, I pack 
my clean polished boots 
and don my sports jacket. 

Lastly I put in my contact 
lenses - yes some refs do 
need glasses! 

On arrival at the venue the 
banter starts from some of 
the players, ‘Thought you’d given 
up or retired Tel’ or ‘Can we have 
a penalty this week ref - you 
missed the last one’. I smile back. 
Sometimes I hear, ‘Oh not THAT 
ref - is he doing us?’ 

I hope it’s because the lads feel 
that they cannot take liberties or 
can’t get away with winding the 
ref up rather than that the last 
time I had them I had a bad 
game! 

I am usually consistent with good 
marks I get, so I put it down to a 
slight backhanded compliment. 


Ah, my first foul. I blow my 
whistle - I have to make a quick 
decision: yellow, red, quiet word 
or just a free-kick. No just a free- 
kick, no harm done. 

Happens again this time. The 
player doesn’t go down and keeps 
the ball. I shout ‘advantage’ and 
hear nearby players say ‘great 
decision ref’. Crikey, I’ve made a 
decision that all 22 agree with - 
that’s a first! 

You can’t please players all the 
time its impossible, whatever 
decision you make. Eleven will 
say it’s right and 11 will say its 
wrong. So there is always the 
one that wants to ‘yak yak’ in 
your ear the whole game. Every 
decision - ‘yak yak’. ‘What sort 
of decision was that ref?’ or ‘Oh 
MAN IN BLACKs Terry Rackley referees a Harlow & District Football you saw that one ref - why didn’t 
League match at Staple Tye you see my one’. 

In the end I call this player 
over and tell him that I have 
had enough of his constant 
dissent and show him the 
yellow card. This usually 
quietens him down, and 
funnily enough he then 
starts to concentrate on his 
own game than get on my or 
his fellow players’ backs. 

At the end of the game the 
majority shake hands with 
you. I don’t think it’s 
personal if they don’t. It’s 
just 22 levels of adrenalin 
and testosterone being let 
out for 90 minutes. I always 
have to laugh though. 

We are always looking for 
referees, and yet we can find 
them so easily. There they 
are, 22 of them on the park 
at every venue every 
Sunday. Telling you their 
views and what we should 
do about it! 

I go home, have a hot shower and 
collapse in my chair as I write up 
my reports. Aching, tired, can 
hardly move and feeling old. 

Mary [my wife] fetches me a cup 
of tea and says ‘Why do you do 
it?’ to which I reply - ‘Cos I love 
it!’ 


When the 

whistle 

blows 


I check the field of play for glass, 
litter and dog excrement! When 
I’m happy with that, I will check 
the lines, corner flags, goals and 
nets. I do a stud check to ensure 
the health and safety of all 
players. 

While doing that, I explain to the 
lads about foul and abusive 
language, tempers, my tolerance 
level and that I do understand 
between frustration and dissent - 
talk to me, don’t shout at me. 

I will make mistakes and so will 
you, but I don’t come over and 
bawl you out for making them - 


nor should you me. 

I then call the managers together 
and get my list of up to five 
substitutes per team. They can use 
three from the five, but only those 
on my list can be used. 

I have to have these names by at 
least 10 minutes before kick-off. I 
also give the managers my 
instructions as to what I expect 
from them, their supporters and 
the team. 

Finally I call the two referees’ 
assistants in and explain what I 
want from them. Ball in or out of

MARK Taylor showed what 
the Hawks have been missing 
in 2008 but assistant boss Bill 
Songhurst admitted the hosts 
‘got out of jail’ after almost 
throwing away a three-goal 
lead. 

Harlow Town grabbed their first 
after just 37 SECONDS and were 
3-0 up on 12 minutes, with one 
goal and two assists from Taylor, 
making his first start since 
January 5 against Hornchurch.

Taylor he had an immediate impact 
as his left-wing cross was stabbed in 
at close range by Raphael Sylvester.

On 12 minutes the rampant Hawks 
scored a third.

Record-breaker James is GB champion 


ACE marksman James 
Huckle belied his tender 
years to beat a former 
Olympic Games Gold 
Medallist and become the 
first junior ever to win the 
senior men’s title at the 
British Air Rifle 
Championships. 

James (17), of Old Road, Old 
Harlow, conquered the best rifle 
shooters in the country at the 
Championships, which took 
place at Bisley in Surrey. 

The United Glass Rifle Club 
member has even quit his A-Level 
studies at Harlow College to concen¬ 
trate on trying to become one of the 
world’s best in his chosen field. 

James, a member of the Great 
Britain Shooting team, shot 689.7 to 
win the senior air rifle title. He fin¬ 
ished just ahead of Graham Rudd 
(685.2) and Hertfordshire colleague 
Chris Hector (684.8), the former 
Olympic Gold Medallist. 

James missed out on 
facing his closest rival, 

Ken Parr jnr, as he was 
in preparations for the 
forthcoming European 
Championships.

Instead, James took on Hector and 
Rudd, two of Britain’s finest. 

He started the final in first place 
on 587, just two points ahead of 
Rudd and four up on Hector. 

But then the talented youngster 
moved into top gear with a 10-shot 
final score of 102.7 - the highest of 
the day. This came courtesy of eight 
10s and two shots of 9.9. 

His mum Rosie was not surprised 
to see her son make history. “No jun¬ 
ior has done this before. It was a 
first,” she said after watching him 
secure the gold medal. 

“He has gone from 
strength to strength. It 
was nice for him. 

“This is the first 
time this has ever 
been 


done in British shooting.” 

Ex-Mark Hall School student 
James should have won this event 
last year. His score in the junior sec¬ 
tion was higher than that of the sen¬ 
ior section winner’s score, but it did 
not count in the older category as he 
was entered in the younger section. 

James this week set off for 
Dortmund, Germany, where he will 
represent 
Great 


Britain in an international match. 

He competes in all three cate¬ 
gories - air rifle, air rifle prone 
(when one is lying flat out on the 
ground) and in the 2.2 event. 

His success has just come a tad 
too late for this year’s Olympic 
Games in Beijing, but James will be 
a force when the event comes to 
London in 2012. 

For now, he will have to be con¬ 
tent with an appearance at the Youth 
Commonwealth Games in India in 
October - when more gold medals 
beckon. 

James first took up the sport at 13 
and has been a regular at the London 
Road club for the last four years. 

Mrs Huckle explained that he did 
not take the decision to quit college 
lightly. “He will put shooting first - 
he cannot do both. Half his time is 
spent away shooting. He had to make 
a decision. He can always be an eld¬ 
erly student and go back to it! 

“We said ‘chuck it in and go as far 
as you can in shooting’. 

“If he doesn’t make the grade it’s 
better that he has had a go. He loves 
his shooting.” 

Certainly the college’s loss is the 
shooting world’s gain - and it seems 
the world has not seen the last of this 
prodigious 17-year-old.

RAMS skipper Nick Ford said Scott Romaine 
is in the club’s thoughts after the player sus¬ 
tained horrific injuries in the side’s home 
league match against Romford & Gidea Park. 

Flanker Romaine fell awkwardly after he was tack¬ 
led, resulting in him sustaining a break to his lower leg 
as well as a serious ankle dislocation in the 60 th 
minute of Saturday’s game.
